The entrance is vestibule!! and 
opens into a hallway sixteen feet 
wide, extending through to the 
rear. 
I his hall is duplicated on 
the second floor. 
There are four 
class rooms, twenty by thirty, two 
on the first fl .or and two on the 
second floor, with two doors open­ 
ing from each room into the halls, I 
and each room provided with a 1 
leak room for the pupils and a 
small room for tho teachers’ w raps.1 
The windows are large and the! 
wall* plastered and tinted, with 
ventilators set in at intervals. The 
building is heated from a furnace 
in the basement, where a large 
room is provided for the furnace 
and fuel. 
le u large air conduc­ 
tors are attached to the furnace. 
A stairway leads from the first to 
the second floors in the halls; each 
room is provided with desks and 
blackboards, and each room will 
seat thirty five pupils. 
The new 
building will serve well the pres­ 
ent need of the public schools, and 
for some time to come, and was 
built with a view to making suit 
able additions to it when necces- 
sary or advisable. 
It is a credit to
